GENERAL REMARKS. 

The information dealt with in the following Report was collected in the usual 
manner, and has been classified so that it may be in accord with that contained in 
previous reports upon the same subject. Care has been taken when arranging the 
various tables . and statements that they may, as far as possible, be easily comparable 
with similar papers published for the other divisions of the United Kingdom. 

The Report is, as on former occasions, divided into two principal sections— that 
relating to the Criminal, and that dealing with the Judicial, Statistics. Each of these- 
portions has been again sub-divided so as to allow of the more important items being- 
referred to in detail. 

A general review of the tables contained in the Appendix points to the following 
conclusions : — ^ 

- 1. That there has been a decrease in the total number of Criminal ofiences in 
Ireland in 1885 as compared witli 1884. 

2. That the improvement as regards the more serious offences (those not determined 

summaiily), noted in the Reports for the last few years has been more than 
maintained, the number of offences coming under this category not amounting to 
60 per cent, of the corresponding number for the year 1881, since which 
year thex-e has been an uninterrupted decline. 

3. That the number of the less serious offences (those determined summarily) 

compai-es favourably with the average for such offences, and is considerably 
under the number in the year 1884. 

4. That the judicial returns present no change of importance.

CHAPTER I.— STATISTICS OF CRIME. 

Increase and Decrease of Conminal Offences. — The Criminal offences and charges of 
all kinds in Ireland are given in the following statement for the year 1885, as compared 
with each year during the past decade. 

As regards charges determined summarily the figures indicate the number of persons 
proceeded against, including those cases in which the charges were dismissed. In the 
case of Indictable Offences the figures represent the number of crimes committed. 



From this statement it appears that the total number of criminal offences during the 
year 1885, was 231,313 or 469‘7 per 10,000 of the estimated population, as compared with 
240,297 or 484'2 per 10,000 of the population in 1884, showing a decrease of 8,984 in 
number, and a decrease of 14-5 in the rate per 10,000 persons. Offences not disposed of 
summarily, constituting the more serious group of crimes, are slightly less numerous 
than in either 1883 or 1884, and show th.e substantial decrease of 3,64-5 as compared 
with the year 1882 ; and the absolute number (6,961) of these offences, and their ratio 
to the estimated population (14-1 per 10,000), are lower than in any year since 1878. 
The charges summarily disposed of, which, in each of the three years preceding showed 
a rather marked tendency to increase, have declined considerably from the number for 
the year 1884, and are below the annual average for the last decade.

Leinster, 92,550, or at the rate of 723‘6 per 10,000 of the population in 1881 j Munster, 
58,733, or at the rate of 441-3 per 10,000; Ulster, 54,984, or 315-5 per 10,000; and 
Connaught, 25,046, or 304-7 per 10,000. Compared with the year 1884, there has been 
an increase of criminal cases in Leinster to the extent of 822, or 6'4 per 10,000 
persons ; a decrease of 6,020, or 45-2 per 10,000, in Munster ; a decrease of 1,844, or 10-5 
per 10,000, in Ulster; and a decrease of 1,942, or 23-6 per 10,000, in Connaught. The 
more serious cases (those not determined summarily) have decreased in Leinster, and 
increased in the other Provinces, the increase in Ulster and Connaught being, however, 
but very slight. The less serious offences (those determined summarily) have increased 
in Leinster, but decreased in the other provinces, notably in Munster. 

Criminal offences show a decrease in the total number in 30 counties and districts, 
and an increase in 13. 

In the following list the counties and districts are arranged in order from that in

This is owing to the greater criminality of town 
populations, which is more fully demonstrated in the following statement, where the 
rate of crime to the population in the principal Town Districts is compared with the 
rate in the adjacent Country Districts.

It will be observed that the criminal offences in Belfast exceeded those among an equal 
number of the inhabitants of the adjacent County in the proportion of 375 to 100, and 
that even in Drogheda, where the excess of crime in the Urban over the adjacent Rural 
District was least, the proportion was as 149 to 100. 

The character of the persons proceeded against is set forth in the following statement, 
from which it appears that the character of 16-2 per cent, of those persons was 
unknown to the Police, and that the character of 89-1 per cent, of the remainder 
Avas ascertained to have been previously good.

NATURE OF CRIMES. 

In Police Tables 6 and 7 of the Appendix, the nature of the Crimes committed 
is set forth in detail. The following abstract (see page 20) has been constructed from 
Table 6, which includes the more serious offences, namely those not dealt with 
summarily, and gives their distribution throughout Ireland in detail. 

The total number of these cases amounted to 6,961, or at the rate of 13-5 per 10,000 
of the population, according to the Census of 1881. Of these, 1,294, or 2-.5 per lo'ooo 
of the population, were offences against the person; 359, or 0‘7 per 10,000, against 
property with violence ; 3,470, or 6'7 per 10,000, against property without violence; 755, 
orlAper 10,000, were malicious offences against property. Cases of forgery and offences 
against the currency were only 43, or O'l per 10,000, and all other cases amounted to 
1,040. It will be observed that the rate per 10,000 of all offences not disposed of 
summarily was in Leinster 33'1 ; Munster, 10'7; Ulster, 4’8 ; and Connaught, 5'7. 

In the case oi Offences against the Person the rates per 10,000 of the population were; 

for Leinster 5'2 (including 14’3 in the Dublin Metropolitan District), Munster, 2‘2 ; 
Ulster, 1-3 ; Connaught, L4. The largest number of these offences, both absolutely and 
relatively, were committed in the Dublin Metropolitan District, amounting to 501, or 
14 3 per 10,000 ; the next largest, in proportion to population, in Drogheda Town, 
^omiting to 5'0 per 10,000 ; the rate in Corli City was 4'6, and in Longford County

In the case of Malicious O^ences against Property it appears that the rates per 10,000 MaUcions 
*of the population were for Leinster 1-3, Munster 2-/, Ulster 07, Connaught L4. offences 
The highest rate {47) was in Tipperary, North Riding, the next (4-0) in Limerick 
County. The lowest was 01 in Cork City, and the next lowest 0‘2 in Belfast Town 
and Down County., In the Towns of Drogheda and Carrickfergus, this class of crime 
was absent.

Of offences of the Miscellaneous class there were 1,040, or at the rate of 2'0 per 10,000 SiatUtics of 
of the population. The principal portion of tlris group of crimes is made up of the offence 
of Intimidation hy Threatening Letters, Notices, or otherwise : the number of cases (710) Forgeryand 
of this nature is considerably over the comparatively low numbers for the two 2 n’eceding the 

years, when there were but 525 and 535 eases respectively, as compared with 2,651 in currency. 
1882 , and 3,093 in 1881. Of the total number of miscellaneous offences, 278, or 2’2 Miscel- 
per 10,000 of the population, were in Leinster, including 139 cases of intimidation by 
threatening letters, &c. (of which 25 were in King’s County, 29 in Longford, and 26 in 
Westmeath) ; 459, or 3’4 per 10,000 inhabitants, were in Munster, including 379 cases 
of intimidation, of which 140 were in Kerry, 75 in Clare, 39 in the East, and 31 in 
the West Riding of Cork, 30 in the North, and 32 in the South Riding of Tipperary, 
and 23 in Limerick County. In Ulster there were 147 miscellaneous offences, or only 0‘S 
per 10,000 of the population; of these, 70 (including 23 in Cavan) were cases of intimida- 
tion. In Connaught the number of miscellaneous offences was 156, or 1‘9 per 10,000 
of the population, including 122 cases of intimidation, of which 43 were in East Galway, 

37 in West Galway, and 21 in Mayo. 


For the indictable offences not disposed of summarily, there were 3,594 persons 
apprehended, being equal to 52 per cent, of the number of offences as compared witli 54 
per cent, in the previous year. 

The following summary — also constructed from Table 6 — showing the number of 
offences not determined summarily, classified according to their nature and compared v'itli 
previous years — will give a fair idea of the variations which have taken place during the 
past seven years in the number of more serious offences in Ireland : —

This statement shows that in 1885 the total number of serious crimes was much below 
the average for the preceding six years, and that the decrease extended through all the 
classes of such crimes. 

Compared with the year 1884, there was a slight increase in the number of offences 
o^ainst property with violence and malicious offences against p>roperty, and a considerable 
increase in miscellaneous off'enees, but these increases were more than counterbalanced by 
the decline in offences against the person and offences against propierty icithout violence, 

A more minute consideration of Table 6 in the Appendix will show that there were Murders. 
22 cases of murders of infants, of which 5 were in Leinster, 8 in Munster, 8 in Ulster, 
and 1 in Connaught. In the case oi other murders there were 18 in Ireland, in 1885, 
as compared with 21 in 1884, 17 in 1883, 40 in 1882, 40 in 1881, 22 in 1880, and 
22 in 1879. Of these 18 murders, 4 were in Leinster, 11 in Munster, 3 in Ulster, and 
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none in Connaught. There was 1 murder each in Dublin County, Longford, Westmeath, 
Wexford, Cork East Eiding, Antrim, Armagh, and Monaghan; 3 in the West 
Eiding of Cork and 7 in Kerry. There were not any such murders in Carlow 
County, Drogheda Town, Dublin Metropolitan Police District, Kildare, Kilkenny, 
King’s County, Louth, Meath, Queen’s County, or Wicklow, in the Province of 
Leinster ; nor in Clare, Cork City, Limerick County, Limerick City, Tipperary North 
Riding, Tipperary South Riding, Waterford County, or the City of Waterford, in the 
Province of Munster ; nor in Belfast Town, Carrickfergus Town, Cavan County, 
Donegal, Down, Fermanagh, Londonderry, or Tyrone, in the Province of Ulster ; nor 
in any part of the Province of Connaught. There were 5 attempts to murder in tss.o 
as compared with 1 in 1884, 11 in 1883, 35 in 1882, 19 in 1881, 16 in 1880, and 6iu 
1879. There were 145 cases of shooting at, wounding, stahling, dc., loith intent to do 
bodily hai'm in 188.5, compared with 152 in 1884, 158 in 1883, 232 in 1882; 246 iu 
1881 ; 226 in 1880, and 180 in 1879. The cases of assault and inflicting bodily harm, 
were 642 in 1885, compared with 687 in 1884, 488 in 1888, 574 in 1882 ; 426 in 
1881; 418 in 1880, and 530 in 1879. The number of offences against property will 
violence was 359, being 30 in excess of the number for the preceding year, but 
considerably under the average for the six years 1879-84. 

In cases of offences against property loithout violence, there was a decline from 3,801 in 
1884 to 3,470 last year. As usual, simple larceny contributes more than half the crime 
in this class. It is also again to be noted that a very large proportion of this class of 
crime is committed in the Dublin Metropolitan Police District. Of the 3,470 offences 
against property without violence in Ireland, no less than 2,808, or more than 80 per 
cent, were in that District, and of the 2,203 simioie larceny cases, 1,957 occurred there. 

The classes of malicious offences against property, offences against the currency and 
miscellaneous offences, included in Table 6, have already been sufficiently dealt with in 
the general comments on crime not determined summarily. 

In Table 7 of the Appendix details are given of the cases determined summarily, 
which include those usually dealt with in police courts. 

These, as previously shown, amount to a total of 224,352, and constitute 97 per 
cent, of the total crime of the country. It is also in this class that the preponderance 
of town over rural crime is specially noticeable. Among the offences disposed ol 
summarily the more important are set out in the following statement, and a comparison 
instituted with the previous year.

Thus there has been a decrease of 549 in common assaults, and a decrease of 
5,794 cases of drunkenness and disorderly conduct in connexion therewith. As these 
cases constitute more than one half of all the cases dealt with in the police and .Petty 
Sessions courts, are clearly connected with one another, and are the starting points 
of many other criminal actions, their import is very great when measuring the general 
condition of the criminal classes. 

In connexion with the statistics of drunkenness, a special return of habitiral drunkards 
(Table 11, page 84) has been compiled, in continuation of a similar Return for the year 
1884; it gives the number of persons convicted three times or upwards for being 
“ Drunk " or “ Drunk and Disorderly ” in 1 885. 

The chief value of the habitual drunkenness return is in the light it throws 
upon the causes of town crime, which has been noticed as excessive. Taking the seven 
town jurisdictions outside Dublin, of Belfast, Cork, Limerick, WateiTord, Galway, 
Drogheda, and Carrickfergus, with an aggregate population of 391,000, the habitual 
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(ii'unkards were 694, or 17'7 per 10,000 of the population. In the rest of Ireland, outside 
the Metropolitan district, with a population of 4,434,000, the number was only 2,127, 
Of 4'8 in the 10,000. In the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, with a population 
of 350,000, the number was 231, or 6'6 per 10,000 population. Compared with 1884 
there was an incr-ease in the number in Belfast, Limerick, and Waterford, and a 
decrease in each of the other town jurisdictions, including; Dublin. In the rest of 
Ireland there was a decrease, from 2,260 to 2,127. In all Ireland there was a 
decrease of 115 — viz., from 3,167 to 3,0o2. Of this total, 2,414 tvm*e convictions 
thi’ce times and less than five times, 5S3 five times and less than ten times, and 55 
ten times and upv/ards. It will be observed from Table 7 that the number of cases 
of “illegally selling intoxicating drinks ” fell from 2,706 in 1884, to 2,614 in 1885.

Cases of cruelty to animals fell from 1,725 in 1884 to 1,505 in 1885. Offences against Cruelty to 

Local Acts and Borough By-laics sliow a decrease, from 15,917 in 1884 to 15,704 in 

1885 : the latter number includes 12,188 cases in the Dublin Metropolitan Police aiulBorougli 

district. The number of against the Public Health and Nxdsances Removal 

Acts, was 4,758, or 887 less than in 1884: of the 4,758 chai’ges under these Acts Health and 

3,891 were in the Dublin Metropolitan district. In a considerable number of districts pemovar 

no offences against these Acts are recorded. Cases of unlaioful possession of stolen goods 

show an increase, the number for, 1884 being 1,015, and that for last year 1,115. 

O’’ j 1 pos.session 

The offences against the Highway Act, including Nuisances on Public Hoads, fell of stolen 
from 20,401 in 1SS4 to 20,299 in 1885. The other statistics contained in Table 7 do 
not call for any special remark but, nevertheless, contain many items of considerable Act. 
interest. 


CHAPTER II.— MODES OF PROCEDURE FOR PUNISHING CRIME. Chaptek ll... 

The Police act as public prosecutors in the great ma,jority of cases in Ireland. In 
minor cases they undertake the sole duty of prosecuting, and in most of the more 
serious offences the preliminary proceedings are instituted by them. In all the counties 
of Ireland, except the County and City of Dublin, there are two Crown Solicitors, one 
of whom deals with cases at Quarter Sessions, the other A\'ith the more serious cases which 
come before the .Judges at Assizes. 

Coroners’ Courts still deal with cases whei'e criminal offences are involved, and Coroner’s 
Juries frequently find verdicts implicating or exonerating certain persons incases of 
homicide, &c. It is not, however, the custom now to bring prisoners charged with 
homicide, &c., before Coroners’ Courts, and in a large number of cases the finding of 
the Jury relates merely to the cause of death. 

A special feature iu the administration of Criminal Law in Ireland is the proclamation 
of certain Districts under special Acts of Parliament. The follorving is a general statement 
relating fo these Special Acts and the extent of their application in Ireland during the 
past year. 

Under the Act 6 Wm. IV., chap. 13, the following counties were proclaimed as Districts 
requiring -additional Police at the end of 1885 : — Clare, Cork, Galway, Keiuy, Leitrim, prockimed 
Limerick, Mayo, Roscommon, Tipperary, and Westmeath, as also were portions of. special Acts 
the counties of Longford, Sligo, and Waterford. Tables 15, 

16, 17. 

Under the Peace Preservation (Ireland) Act, 1881, prohibiting the carrying or having 
arms without a licence, two provinces, viz., Munster and Connaught ; all of the province 
of Leinster except the Counties of Louth and Wicklow, and the City of Kilkenny ; and 
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parts of the counties of Armagh, Donegal, and Monaghan were proclaimed at the end of 
1885. In Ulster the prohibition against carrying arms included the Town of Belfast, 
Londonderry City, the counties of Cavan, Fermanagh, and Monaghan, one Baronj 
in Down, and five Baronies in Tyrone. 

The Prevention of Crime (Ireland) Act, 1882, provided for special proceedings iu 
certain cases ; it expired on 14th August, 1885. 

Section 8, referred to riots and other offences in a Proclaimed District. 

Section 1 1 , referred to arrest of persons found at night under suspicious circumstances 
in a Proclaimed District. 

Section 12 , referred to arrest of strangers found under suspicious circumstances in a 
Proclaimed District. 

Section 14, referred to searches for arms and illegal documents in a Proclaimed District. 

The following localities were subject to Proclamations in Council under this Act at 
the expiration thereof on 14th August last, in the province of Leinster : — Under Sections 
8, 11, 12 and 14, Kilkenny County, King’s County, Longford, Meath, Queen’s County, 
Westmeath, and the City of Dublin ; under Sections 8, 13 and 14, the County of 
Dublin, the Town of Drogheda, and the City of Kilkenny ; under Sections 12 and 14, 
three Baronies in the County of Kildare ; and under Section 8, the County of Louth. 
In Munster, under Sections 8, 11, 12 and 14, the Counties of Clare, Cork, Keny, 
Limerick, Tipperary, and Waterford; under Sections 8, 12 and 14, the Cities of Cork, 
Limerick and Waterford. In Connaught, under Sections 8, 11, 12, 14, the Counties 
of Galway, Leitrim, Maym, Roscommon and Sligo ; and under Sections 8, 12, and 14, 
the Town of Galway. In Ulster under Sections 3, 11, 13 and 14, the County of 
Cavan ; under Sections 11, 12 and 14, portions of the counties of Annaghand Monaghan; 
under Sections 12 and 14 the City of Londonderry ; and under Section 8, the Counties 
of Armagh, Fermanagh, Londonderry, and Tyrone. 

The number of cases dealt with under this Act is given in Tables 12 to 14, in the 
Appendix. From these Tables it appears that in the portion of the year 1885 in 
which the Act was in force, 213 persons were proceeded against, of whom 128 were 
discharged and 85 convicted, including 31 for intimidation under Section VII. ; 18 for 
riot or unlawful assembly; 20 for holding forcible possession; and 3 for assaults on 
constables, bailiffs, &c., under Section VIII. ; and 13 for being found out at night under 
suspicious circumstances, under Section XL The details of the punishments inflicted, 
and the number of appeals in these cases will be found in Tables 13 and 14, pages 
85 and 86. 

In the year 1884 there were 701 persons proceeded against under this Act, of whom 
378 were discharged and 323 convicted. 

The distribution of the charges under this Act throughout the country (in 
1885) is shown in Table 12. It will be observed that of the 213 cases, 8 were in 
Leinster*, including 3 in King’s County, 2 in Westmeath, 3 in Wexford, and 1 in 
Wicklow; 140 were in the province of Munster, including II in Clare, 11 in East 
Cork, 4 in West Cork, 73 in Kerry, 24 in Limerick County, 1 in North, and 11 in 
South Tipperary, and 5 in Waterford County. In the province of Ulster there were 
30 persons proceeded against, including 1 in Armagh, 10 in Cavan, 1 in Donegal, 7 in 
Londonderry, and 11 in Tyrone. In the province of Connaught there were 35 cases, 
including 6 in East Galway, 10 in West Galway, 3 in Leitrim, 4 in Mayo, 3 in 
Roscommon, and 9 in Sligo. 

Of the 701 cases under this Act in 1884, 88 were in Leinster, 299 in Munster, 186 
in Ulster, and 128 in Connaught. 
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Of 3,594 persons apprehended in 1885 for offences punishable after indictment and 
trial by jury, 1,394, or 38-8 percent., wore discharged; 129, or 3-6 per cent, were bailed 
or committed in default of finding bail pending further examination; 2,071, or 57‘6 
per cent., were committed for trial or admitted to hail pending trial. 

The result of proceedings in 620 cases brought before Grand Juries was that in 219 
cases no bill was found, in 249 cases no prosecution took place, and in 152 bail 
was accepted, and the cases not tried. In addition to those bailed and not tried, or 
where there was no prosecution, there were 75 cases in which trials were postponed after 
disagreement of the juries, &c. 

Of 2,165 persons tried by jury in 1 885, 571, or 26’5 per cent, were acquitted ; besides 
11,01* 0’5 per cent, who were found, insane or acquitted on the ground of insanity, 
1,573, or 73*0 per cent, were convicted. 

The following statement shows for the past decade the number of persons tried by 
jury at Assizes, at the Dublin Commission Court and at Quarter Sessions, and how

From this it appears that, esclusive of those detained as insane^ 1,573 were punished 
for serious offences in 1885, as compared with 1,546 in 1884, showing an increase of 27. 
Of these, 1,279 were males, and 294 females, the proportion of females being somewhat 
less than in 1SS4. Of the persons convicted, 4 were sentenced to deatli ; 122 (105 males 
and 17 females) to penal servitude— 10 of these were for over 10 years, 40 for above 6 
and up to 10 years, and 72 for 5 years; 1,092 (883 males and 209 females) were 
sentenced to various terms of imprisonment. Three cases (all males) were sent to 
Keformatory Schools

Of the 224,352 persons proceeded against summarily in 1885, there were 36,278 
discharged, and 188,074 convicted, as compared with 34,974 and 198,214 respectively 
in 1884. Of those convicted in 1885, 156,937 were males and 31,137 females. Of 
uiiclassed punishments there were 19,150 (14,607 male's and 4,543 females). Of 
classed punishments there were 168,924 (142,330 males and 26,594 females). Of 
154,750 persons not committed, 151,092 (129,671 males and 21,421 females) were 
fined, 3,094 (2,120 males and 974 females) were required to find sureties or recognizances ; 

555 were given up to the military or naval authorities, and 9 were whipped. Of the 
persons committed, 4,625 (3,379 males and 1,246 females) were committed to prison 
for 14 days or under; 5,590 (3,822 males and 1,768 females) for one month and above 
14 days ; 1,424 (1,118 males and 306 females) for 2 months and over 1 month ; 821 
(595 males and 226 females) for 3 months and above 2 months; 337 (275 males and 
()2 females) for 6 months and above 3 mouths ; and 44 (34 males and 10 females) for 
above 6 months. There were 173 young persons (134 males and 39 females), sent to 
Reformatory Schools, and 1,160, including 618 males and 542 females, sent to Industrial 
Schools.

The Prisons of Ireland, which have since the year 1877 been completely under the 
control of the General Prisons Board, consist of four classes, namely : — 1st. Five 
Central Prisons used for the reception of convicts and other special cases. 2nd. Larger 
pistvict Prisons, 24 in number. 3rd. Short Sentence Prisons, 14 in number. 4th. 
Bridewells or smaller District Prisons which number 30.

From this table it appears that there was a decrease of 103 in the number of children 
on the rolls of Reformatory schools in Ireland at the end of 1885, as compared with the 
close of the preceding year. There were 84 less in the schools under sentence ; 9 less on 
licence ; and 7 less in prison. Four were retained in school after sentence had expired, 
(with their own consent), until provided \vith employment : at the close of 1884 there 
was 1 so retained. Six had absconded, with sentence unexpired, being a decrease of 
5 as compared with the number under this heading in 1 884. 

The total number on the rolls at the close of the year 1885 was 1,065 (908 boys and 
only 157 girls) : the number committed during the year was 164 — 146 boys and 18 
girls, showinga decline of 68 as compared with the committals for the preceding year.

It appears from this table that the number of children on the rolls of Industrial

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PART II. — JUDICIAL STATISTICS. 


The Tables in tbis part include Statistics relating to the Civil Jurisdiction of all 
Courts in Ireland. 

The Courts and Offices are divided into those -which relate to the Central Adminis- 
tration of Justice, and those which relate to the Local Administration of Justice. 
The latter are classified into larger and smaller District Administration of Justice, 
according to the size of the districts into which Ireland is divided for the Special 
Jurisdiction. 

1.— CENTRAL ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

The Central Administration of Justice includes the High Court of Justice, with its 
five divisions — Chancery, Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, Exchequer, and the Probate 
and Matrimonial Division. 

There are three outlying Courts : — The Court of the Land Commission, the High 
Court of Admiralty, and the Court of Bankruptcy. 

The Central Appellate Jurisdictions, viz., Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal, Ireland ; 
Court for Crown Cases Reserved ; Court for Cases Reserved for Judges of the Queen’s 
Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer Divisions ; the Privy Council in Ireland ; Her 
Majesty in Council ; and the House of Lords ; have been grouped along with the other 
Central Jurisdictions, as they are closely connected with them. 

In the arrangement of the Tables of the different Divisions of the High Court of 
Justice, the order followed in the English report has been, as far as possible, adopted. 

The chief business of the Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer Divisions 
(the proceedings at the Plea side) is given in consecutive tables. 

The proceedings at Jury Trials in Dublin of these three divisions, and the Dublin 
County Court Appeals, are grouped together, as the business is really transacted on a 
consolidated plan. With these, the proceedings at chambers before a single Judge, 
and the cases of minor importance remitted to County Courts are grouped together. 

The Statistics regarding the exclusive jurisdiction of each of the three divisions : — 
at the Crown side of the Queen’s Bench, as to election petitions and acknowledgments 
of married women in the Common Pleas, and at the Revenue side of the Exchequer, 
are given last, as the business is so small, compared with that transacted on the Plea 
side of these divisions. 

The offices of Registration of Judgments and Record of Title are grouped together, 
and along with them is given the Registry of Deeds, as the functions performed by 
all three are somewhat similar. 

The statistics as to the Chancery, Common Law, and Land Judges’ Taxing Offices, 
are given in one Table, the offices'having been consolidated. 

As the business of the Receiver’s Office of the Laud J udges corres]Donds with a largo 
part of the business of the Registrar in Lunacy (that relating to the Accounting of Com- 
mittees of Estates of Lunatics), the statistics of the two offices have been placed together. 

In the Accountant General’s Office, again, the Probate and iJatrimonial and the 
Chancery business have been brought together. 

The information from the Inland Revenue Department, as to all the law taxes, is 
included in one return.

There was an increase of 8 in Summonses for Administration of Estates, and Appoint- 
ment of Guardians, from 128 in 1884, to 136 in 1885 •, and a decrease in Summonses 
other than those to originate proceedings of 27, from 1,945 in 1884, to 1,918 in 1885.

The return, of the Secretary at the Kolls gives the particulars of 116 petitions set 
down for hearing before the Master of the Bolls. It appears that 38 of these were 
under the Trustee Acts, and 33 under the Public Works and Railway Acts. 

In the Crown and Hanaper Office there were 3,173 official acts during the year 1885 
as compared with 3,533 in 1884. 


Land Jddgks. 

Under the Land Judges the net rental, or annual value (where given) of Estates 
sold was £16,720 as compared with £15,546 in 1884, £19,402 in 1883, £11,895 in 
1882, £19,970 in 1881, £19,898 in 1880, and £45,015 in 1879, and the purchase money 
was £241,553, as compared with £307,274 'in 1884, £288,750 in 1883, £203,837 in 
1882, £311,256 in 1881, £329,549 in 1880, and £799,008 in 1879. The purchase 
money in 1885 was equal to 14'4 years’ purchase on an average of all interests and all 
tenures. This is below 19'8 the rate in -1884, 14’9 in 1883, 17‘1 in 1882, 15-5 
in 1881, 16'5inl880, 17'7 in 1879, and 18‘9 in 1878, and below the average for 6 
years ended 1877, which was 19‘4. 

The number of cases pending at the end of the year in the Chambers of Judges was 
2,209 as compared with 2,038 in 1884. 

There were 256 petitions filed in 1885, against 269 in 1884, only 65 being by'ownera. 
The number of affidavits filed was 4,210, against 4,386 in 1884. 

The number of abstracts of title lodged was 177, and the number of deeds and other 
documents lodged 4,384. ■ ■ ' • 

The sales to tenants under the Irish Land Act of 1870, in which charging orders in 
favour of the Board of Works and the Irish Land Commission for advances to enable them 
to purchase were made, were 14 in 1884, and 22 in 1885, for £15,543, and £7,883 
respectively. All of the 22 sales in 1885 were of holdings under 100 acres, including 
17 of holdings under 30, 4 of which were of holdings under 10 acres; 2 were of hold- 
ings in Leinster ; 2 of holdings in Munster ; 16 of holdings in Ulster ; and 2 of holdings 
in Connaught. 


Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer Divisions. 

The proceedings at the Plea side of the Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, and 
Exchequer Divisions are arranged in a single table for each division, although the 
fio-ures have been supplied by three officers — ^the Clerk of Writs, the Master, and the 
Reo^istrar. This has been done to produce tables comparable with those in the English 
returns. 

The writs of summons for the Exchequer Division were, 7,400 in 1884, and 7,501 in 
1885 ; those for the Queen’s Bench were 7,419 in 1884, and 7,502 in 1885 ; and those 
for the Common Pleas were in 1884, 7,400, and in 1885, 7,501. 

The total number of writs of summons for these three divisions showed an increase 
of 285 from 22,219 in 1884, to 22,504 in 1885. The number of cases which actually 
came to trial by jury in Dublin was 311 in 1885, being equal to the number in 1884; 
the amount of money recovered at these trials shows a decrease from £22,994 in 1884, 
to-£21,806* in 1885.

The figures in the above table show an increase of business in some branches of the 
office and a decrease in others. The number of Judgments registered has iallen from

On ooinparing' the number of judgments registered with the number of executions 
issued on Judgraente in the Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer Divisions, 
it appears that, whilst 7,898 judgment executions are returned in the proceedings in 
Masters Offices as entered up, 4,232 judgments were registered in the Registry of 
Judgments Office. 

The total number of estates or properties, the titles to which have been recorded in 
the Record of 'J'itle Office since its establishment in 1865, under Stat. 28 & 29 Viet., 
c. 88, sec. 67, is 762. The total value is stated to be £2,412,196. 

There was no application in the year ended 1st November, 1885, to record land under 
the 51st section of the Act. There were 3 new estates recorded in the Record of Title 
Office during the year, viz., 2 where the-value was between £1,000 and £10,000, and 
1 where it was £10,000 or upwards. There were not any proceedings under the Land 
Debentures Act, I860. 

Bills of Sale are registered by the Master of the Queen’s Bench Division and Bilk of Sale, 
included in Ms return of business at the Hea side. They are grouped here rvith 
other offices of registration. The number of bills of sale was 771, as compared 
with 696 in 1884. 

The numl er of deeds registered in the Registry of Deeds Office in the year was 15,476, Besktryof 
as compared with 17,862 in 1884. Judgment Mortgage Affidavits are included in 
this number : they amounted to 883, as compared with 1,049 in 1884. The searches 
made by the public were 5,415 ; those lodged for official search were 2,275, of which ■ 

1,170 were negative searches, and 1,105 common searches. The abstract book, entered 
up to 24tb December in 1884, was, on the 31st of December, 1SS5, entered up to 
the corresponding day in that year. The lands index, which was complete to IGth of 
December in 1884, was completed to 18th of December in 1885. The Transcription of 
Memorials, complete to 14th of October in 1884, was completed to 9th of November 
in 1885. The negative searches lodged but not nrade were 7 in 1884, and 38 in 1885, 
and the common seai-ehes lodged but not made numbered 18 in the former and 19 in the 
latter j'ear. 

The negative searches made and ready for delivery but not taken out amounted to 
424, and the common searches to 45. 


Taxation op Costs. 

The Costs taxed in the Consolidated Taxing Offices aud . certified amounted 
to £330,547. The corresponding amount for 1884 was £218,672, which shows an 
increase of £11,975 for last year. 

Admisistbation op Property. 

There were 149 new receivers appointed by the Land Judges, as compared with 154 
in 1884, 151 in 1883, 165 in 1882, 118 in 1881, 109 in 1880, 62 in 1879, and 13 in 
1S78. The total number under the Land Judges at the end of the year was 1,200. as 
compared with 1,081 at the end of 1884. 

The year’s rental under the Court of the receivers and guardians who passed accounts, 
which are filed in the Consolidated Record and Writ Office, is £303,724, of which 
£143,960 was in minor matters and £159,764 in other suits. 

It appears that there were 612 lettings by proposal without biddings ; there was 
not a single letting by biddings. Of the 612 lettings, 272 were for 7 years, pending 
the cause, and 340 were for shorter periods.

Appellate Jubisdictio^t. 

The Proceedings in the Supreme Courts of Appeal, in 1885, are shown in Tables 73-8. 

During the year there were 65 appeals from final judgments from Divisions of the 
High Court of Justice heard by Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal in Ireland, 28 of which 
were from the Chancery Division, 13 from the Queen’s Bench, 12 from the Common 
Pleas, and 17 from the Exchequer Division. There were 34 appeals from interlocutory 
orders from Divisions of the High Court of Justice heard, viz. : — 12 from the Chancery 
Division, 13 from the Queen’s Bench, 6 from the Common Pleas, and 3 from the 
Exchequer Division. Sixty-six appeals from other Judges or Courts were heard, 4 
of which were from the Judges in Bankruptcy, 33 were Registry of Voters Appeals, and 
29 were appeals from the Irish Land Commission. There were also 13 original motions 
heard. The Judgments delivered were 169.- In 90 of these the Judgment below 
was affirmed ; in 63 it was reversed ; in 4 reversed with declaration, direction, or 
■finding; and in 12 cases varied. 

There were 18 applications before the Privy Council in Ireland under the “ Tramways 
and Public Companies (Ireland) Act, 1883 ” including 14 remaining from 1884 ; in a 
cases these applications -were granted and in 10 rejected, 1 was withdrawn, and 3 were 
pending at the close of the year. The Cork Butter Market Bye Laws, submitted by the 
Trustees under Act of 1884, were confirmed by the Council. 

There were no appeals from Ireland to Her Majesty in Council. 

The number of Appeals from Ireland presented to the House of Lords in 1885 was 6: 
one was in a matter of Real Property, 3 were in matters of Personal Property, and 2 
Miscellaneous. One Cause was withdrawn, and 3 Causes were dismissed for want of 
prosecution. Two Judgments were delivered during the year, and 2 effective Causes 
remained for hearing at the close. 

There were 4 appeals before the Judges of the Common Law Divisions, as to 
Presentment and other Cases not within the 11 & 12 Vic. cap. 78 ; particulars regarding 
those cases are given in Table 75. There were no appeals before the Court for Crown 
Cases Reserved.

The 33rd section of the Customs and Inland Revenue Act of 1881, affords local Proving of 
facilities for obtaining grants of probate or letters of administration, whore the gi’oss -nbero 
value of the personal estate of the deceased.does not exceed .£300. In 1885 there were through ’ 
in Ireland 109 towns where officers of Inland Revenue were authorized to deal with ^ 

applications under this Act. These, with Dublin and the 11 District Probate Registry Revenue 
Towns, give 121 towns for proving wills of not more than £300 assets. 


Proceedings ox Cirocit. 

Up to 1st May, 1885, there were six circuits in Ireland, but from that date the Home Jury Trials 
Circuit was abolished by an Order in Council, dated 25th February, 1885, and the s2^and^S3 
several counties included therein were transferred to other circuits. Assizes are still 
held in thirty-three towns. Six of these towns are counties of cities and towns with 
distinct Grand and Petit Juries and Officers. The Grand and Petit Jurors of the 
county of the town of Carrickfergus are brought to Belfast .for assize purposes, but 
those of Droo'heda are not brought to Dundalk, the county town of Louth. The 
causes entered for trial on circuit in 1885 were 241 as compared with 277 in 1884. Appeals 
The amount recovered fell from £15,695 in 1884 to £12,061 in 1885.

There were in 1885, 20 objections to Presentments heard by Judges, and 18 special 
directions given. 

The railway traverses against tlie aw^ard of valuators for compensation for land, under 
the Railways (Ireland) Act, 1851, which have been returned, were 8 in number. Omitting 
I case where no specific sum had been claimed, but in which an Arbitrator’s award of 
£65 had been traversed and the amount found by verdict was £200, the amount claimed 
in those cases where verdicts w’ere given was £20,083, the amount found by verdict 
was £9,281. The traverses other than railway and tramway traverses in 1885, were 121 
in number — £15,127 was claimed in the cases where verdicts were given, and £4,966 
found by verdict. 

The memorials from persons fined for non-attendance as Jurors, after falling from 150 
in 1879, to 137 in 1880, rose in 1881 to 1G3, and fell to 84'in iS82, to 83 in 1883 and 
1884, and to 72 in 1885. The fines appealed' from in cases heard rose from £398 in 
1880 to £776 in 1881, fell to £166 in 1882, rose to £364 in 1883, and to £425 in 1884, 
and fell to £372 in 1885, all of the last named sum being remitted. In 1884, also, all 
the fines in cases heard were remitted, and in 1883 they' were reduced to £2, as compared 
with £19 in 1882, £88 in 1881, and £92 in 1880. 

County Courts. 

Returns have been obtained from the Process Servers, who are appointed under 
statute by the County Court Judges and Recorders, and whose salary is annually voted 
by Parliament. Out of the entire number of 861 Process Servers, all but 42, or less 
than 5 per cent., have made returns. 

The Civil Bill ejectments served by these officers are 18,592, as compared with 22,528 
in 1884, 22,706 in 1883, 19,035 in 1882, 13,621 in 1881, 10,633 in 1880, and 9,703 in 
1879 ; the number of replevins 430 as compared wdth 312 in 1884, 289 in 1883, 407 in 
1882, 412 in 1881, 378 in 1880, and 459 in 1879 ; and the number of other civil bills 
226,153, as compared with 236,594 in 1884, 231,762 in 1 883, 220,943 in 1882, 240,366 in 
1881, 289,358 in 1880, and 347,909 in 1879. 

The statistics of proceedings (other than at Equity or Land Sessions, or under Local 
Admiralty. Jurisdiction Acy) in the Courts of County Court Judges and Courts of 
Recorders whether ejectments, causes remitted from the Superior Courts, or other suite, 
have been collected into one Table. 

In ejectments entered there was a decrease of 3,003 in 1885, following an increase of 
1,129 in 1884, and a decrease of 2,091 in 1883.

The amount decreed in the Civil Bill Courts in 1885 was £223,376 in ejectment 
cases, and £318,997 in other suits, making £542,-373.* Compared with 1884, the 
amount decreed in ejectment cases shows a decrease of £43,022, and the amount decreed 
.in other suits an increase of £4,496. The costs adjudged to plaintiffs amounted to 
.£59,442, being £9,092 under the amount in 1884. Of these costs, £23,014 was in 
'ejectment cases, and £36,428 in other suits. •

Ot ZUU, lonowing a decrease ot 101 m 1884, a decrease of 421 in 1883, and increases in 
each of the three preceding years, viz.— 56 in 1882, 446 in 1881, 49 in 1880. 

The County Court Ejectment Suits entered and lodged which, having increased from 
9,856 in 1880, to 11,772 in 1881, and to 16,835 in 1882, fell to 14,744 in 1883, 
to 15,873 in 1884, and fell last year to 12,870, being a decrease of 3,003 
vith 1884. 

The executions of County Court ejectments by the Sheriff show a decrease of 1,140 — 
from 5,013 m 1884 to 3,873 in 1885. The number for 1884 was 1,089 over that for 1883. 

Eleven thousand five hundred and twenty-five Civil Bill decrees and dismisses are 
returned as executed by Sheriffs, and 6,442 by Special Bailiffs, or 17,967 in all. 

The warrants to Special Bailiffs under Act 23 & 24 Vic., c. 154 (summary recovery 
of possession of tenements), were 771 in 1884, and 767 in 1885. The warrants to 
Special Bailiffs under 14 & 15 Vic., cap. 92, s. 15 (summary recovery of possession of 
tenements overheld in towns), 12,762, show a decrease of 182 from 12,944 in 1884.

It appears from this table that the decrease in the number of cases was 6, from 
26 in 1884 to 20 in 1885. This followed a decrease of 17 in 1884, 104 in 1883, 143 in 
1882, 58 in 1381, 61 in 1880, 148 in 1879, and 41 in 1878. The number of cases now 
is less than 4 per cent, of the number in 1878. 

There were no applications for confirmation of leases in either 1884 or 1885.

It appears from this table that the average gross amount awarded, without deducting 
allowances for set-off to landlord, for dilapidation, rent, &c., was in all Ireland £268, as 
compared with £189 in 1884.

It appears from this Table that in all Ireland the amount decreed, £2,144, was 
44 per cent, of the amount claimed in cases where decrees were made — -£4,926. In 
1884, the sum decreed was £1,703 or 36 per cent, of the amount claimed in those cases 
where decrees were made. 


Court of the Irish Land Commission. 

The Commissioners appointed under the “ Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881,” have many 
functions of a judicial character, therefore it is necessary in this Keport to refer to the 
judicial portion of their proceedings, and it is convenient here to refer to the subject 
as they are somewhat allied to those under the Act of 1870 — dealt with above — and 
are mainly determined in the Courts of the Sub-Commissions which are most properly 
dealt with as part of the local administration of justice. 

It is unnecessary to give here a detailed account of the business of the Court of the 
Land Commission as the Reports of the Commissioners contain full information on the 
subject.

Besides those struck off on revision there were 296 exempted by Clerks of the 
Peace, and 44 were struck off by Judges. This gives the total number of Jurors 
oa the corrected General Jurors Books (when handed to the Sheriffs) in all Ireland as 
65,668. 60,141 Jurors were on rated qualification, 2,713 were £10 freeholders, 2,536 
were £20 leaseholders, 268 Directors or Managers of Public Companies, and 10 
Harbour Commissioners.

In the case of 16,243 persons on the Special Jurors Lists, 3,900 persons were struck 
off by Revision Court, 154 exempted by the Clerks of the Peace, and 24 struck off by 
Judges; 224 were added by Revision Court, so that there was a net reduction of 
0,854, or 24 per cent. When handed to the Sheriffs the books showed 12,389 
Special Jurors. 

Along with the jurors summoned by Sheriffs are included the jurors summoned to Jurors 
the Recorder’s Court in the case of the boroughs of Belfast and Londonderry, which 
have separate Courts of Sessions of the Peace, although these are summoned by the 
Clerk of the Peace of the borough. 


The total number of jui'ors returned as summoned in the year is 52,739, as 
compared with 49,601 in 1884. Of the number for 1885, 7,489 were Grand 
Jurors* for Assizes, Commissions, and Superior Courts; 9,474 were Grand Jurors 
for Quarter Sessions; 4,857* were Special Jurors for Assizes, Commissions and 
Superior Courts; 14,909 were Petit and Common Jurors for Assizes, Commissions 
and Superior Courts ; 14,465 were Petit Jurors for Quarter Se.ssions ; 1,497 were Jurors 
in Civil Bill eases before County Court Judges or Recorders ; and 48 were Jurors for 
other purposes.
